R eason f o r inve stigation : 



a. The designation ROTE KAPELLE (Rod Orchestra) was the code name for 
a Top Secret operation which the ABNEHR initiated^ in August 1941 after finding 
the first evidence that Russia was receiving intelligence information from 




certain espionage elements in Western and Central Europe, The Gestapo, who 
took the r/k case over from the Abwehr in July 1942, succeeded in uncovering 
and largely destroyiag a wide and well organized espionage net which was in, 
the service of Soviet Russia. Highly placed Nazi officials considered the-R/K 
caso as the most important German comiter espionage operation pf the entire v/ar, 
Hov/ever, the R/K operation also proved its value from a positive intelligence 
point of vieviT, since a considerable irjmher of transmitters were kept operating 
with the aid of capt'ired and 'turned' wireless operators, thereby enabling the 
Gestapo to feed false or inaccurate information to the Russian General Staff, 

The Gostapo was convinced that the Soviet Intelligence did not know of tho 
true fato of their V/estern and Central European espionage net until August 
1944 when tho last communication line to MOSCOW was cut. 



b. A record chock lot thi,s hoadquartors arrive at .the conclusion, in 
late 1947 , that the material so fas’ gathered on tho fl/K caso had been 
negligible and that a thorough study of the closed caso might prove to bo 
profitable inasmuch cis a number of personalities formerly connected with tho 
r/k made their appeai‘ance in public, supporting Soviot vievYs and policies. 



c. Since mdst survivors of the R/K pur go lived in tho BERLIN (N53/275) 
area, direct contact was established, after obtaining the approval of Higher 
Headquarters, •\7it'h Hr. WALLAGH of Region VIII. The oontontlon of OTHELLO

activities, could bo Used as a moans of penetrating former R/K personnel. 
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d. Arrangcincnts wore mado to have OTHELLO transferred to this area 
under this headquairt ers ' jurisdiction, as reported by this office on 
31 December 1947, SFI, Subject: Walter HUPPENKOTHEN (FIDELIO), Manfred ROEDER

Subsequently, Fyitz ICENT, a Russian 
national, who was the loader of a Russian sponsored espionage ring in BRUSSELS, 
was arrested. The activities of the KENT group centered around military 
ospionago. KENT opora't.od approximately eight (8) sending stations which were 
aorvicod by approximately fifteen (15) wireless operators. The senders had 
direct contact with MOSCOW, Switzerland, the German group and the French groups. 
Targets for the KENT group were: the Dutch air fields, coastal defenses, railway 
traffic, and the German industrial output. The Gestapo took tho case over from 
the Abwehr in June 1942 and apparently succeeded in 'turning' KENT. KENT v/as 
instrumental in unveiling additional transmitters and breaking a number of 
codes; ho also gave leads which led to the uncovering of the French and German 
ospionago rings. After the Gestapo succeeded in turning a number of wireless 
operators, tho communication with MOSCOW and other European receiving stations 
V7as kept Intact - in some cases as late as the middle of 1943 - thus feeding 
false or inaccurate information to tho Russians over a considerable period of 
time and preventing a premature warning of the other groups, connected with the . 
KENT ring.

• tiEISiSENBORN; RIBBENTROP's Foreign Dffice through Rudolf von SCHELIHA, Dr, Karl 
HELFERICH and Use STOEBE. The original members of the CHORD group were 
gradually reinforced by MOSCOW with Agents parachuted into Germany, who had 
received extensive training in Russia as wireless operators. Seven (7) of 
these Agents arrived shortly before the liquidation of the CHORO net and had 
only begun .their activities. These Russian-sent Agents were all former KPD 
members, who had left Germany in 1933. Approximately nine (9) transmitters 
were found operating when SCHULZE-BOYSEM was arrested in September 1942. The 
execution of approximately thirty (30) key individaials out of a total of one 
hundred' and fifty (150) arrestees broke the backbone of the CHDRD espionage 
organization. Due to the Gestapo's success in keeping a nimiber of wireless 
communication lines to MOSCOW open, later arrivals of parachute agents, who 
were to support the CilORO net, were apprehended before they could establish 
themselves .

Present Activities of R/K Survivors 



(1) Details on the present activities of the R/k survivors, as 
far as they are known to this headquarters, v/ere compiled in the form of 
personality reports, irhich aro attached to this report as Annex C, Due to the 
fact that the survivoi's of the CHORO group are residing today in different 
parts of Germany, all outside Region Vs area, no direct investigation, 
except that- initiated by Region VIII, has been co:; acted as yet in this Region. 
However, OTHELLO v/as cblo to offer certain details irdth reference to the 
activities of r/k sur-vlvors by carefully fGa.j.ov/lng notices which have appeared 
since 1945 in German rowspapers, and which make reference to surviving members 
of tho former R,^ espionage ring. The R/K members who have been executed are 
listed in Annex D, sirply indicating their former connection to other R/K 
porsonncl. 

(2) Judging by thoir present activities it becomes apparent that 
the r/K- survivors can generally be grouped into the following categories; 
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_ (a) Substantial infonnation is available, on those former 

r/K members who have made themselves Icnown in public. Such personalities have 
held, or are still holding, positions of importance in public life and their 
leftist affiliations are well loiov/n. The following examples are cited: 

Leo SliRZYPCZYNSKI was president of the Central Administration for Industry 
( Zentralverwaltung fuer Industrie) for .the entire Soviet Zone of Germany until 
the beginning of March 1948; Jan Bontjes van BEEK, president of the Art 
Academy in BEBLI.''!, vfl’oto a number of articles about art vdth an outspoken 
communistic tendency Heinz l^Tolfgang LANGHOFF, once an unsuccessful actor, 
became director of tiie 'Deutsches Theater' in BERLIN in 1945; Guenther 
WEISSENBORN, writer £ind a^ithor, publishes pro-Soviet articles in all Zones;

The "Stars & Stripes" article refers to a story glorifying Mildred FISH-KARIiiCK 
as an American woman ^fhe had died as a member of a Gorman underground movement 
which was , published in the F/I3C0NSIN Alumni magazine. The recipient of the 
report at the University of 77ISCONSIN might offer a lead to further investigate 
pro^Soviet activities in the United States of former r/k menbors,. Frau XUCIfflOFF 
possibly could have svipplied the material for the aforementioned article, since 
she is a former studcrt_of the University of 'JISCONSIN.

a. The undersigned Agent feels that OTHELLO, as one principal source 
of information in the r/k case, ha.s been exploited to the fullest extent. 
Further use of OTHELLO in any operation, if initiated on the basis of this 
report, and Reports from Region VIII is not recemm.. ded duo to the fact that 
OTHELLO is a major target for former r/k members and their Soviet sponsors, 
OTHELLO'S moves and activities would, in all probability, bo watched closely 
and it can be assumed that, if OTHELLO v/as ever hardpressod, he might reveal 
his relationship to CK3 in order to protect himself. 

b. In spite of the fact that no concrete evidence has been obtained 

through OTHELLO' s interrogation that any one of the survivors of the R/K is 
presently engaged in espionage work for Soviet- Russia, the past record of a 
number of R, K members vfould indicate that no change of their status as Soviet 
Agents has taken place. Furthermore, this Agent came to the conclusion that in

not establish any dsfinito proof of espionage, the individuals concerned vrore 
novertheloss involv3d in the r/K case, as has boconiG evident through 
Frau KUCIfflGFF's coraespondonco to which this headquarters has had access. 

6, Rocomendations ; 

a. Study this report and any other present and past reports on the 
Subject mttor thoroughly at higher headquarters to determine v/hethor there 
is sufficient grounds for reopening tho r/K case - this time by United States 
Intelligonco agonci(!s - and whether the opening of an oporation designod at 
investigation and, i’inally, brcald.ng Up a possibly revived R/K net, appears 
justified. 

b. If it is decided to start a special operation or, at least, such 
prolirainarios as arc doomed advisable to oithor initiate a full-size operation 
or eliminate the hecossity for an oporation, assign Individual cases as listed 
under Annex C, wherever the individual resides in the U.S. Zone, to the 
respective Region fer a discreet check and/or investigation, using tho 
personality report as a basis (^nnox C). Personality reports to be completed 
and corroctod, where necessary, using utmost secrecy so that CIG's interest 

in the R/K is not revealed. 

G. Check Annex C for R/x members who, in all probability, are not 
^presently in tho U.S, Zone, Contact British, French, Dutch and Belgian 
agencies if feasible and -vjrherc the individual to bo investigated is of 
sufficient importance to warrant such action. 

d. Check Amex C for r/K members residing in tho Soviot Zone of 
Germany and forward the information available on any such individual(s) to 
any agency which can follow loads into the Russian Zeno, 

Q. Inquire at American and British internment camps as to the 
location of former Gestapo officials (.;innex A) who were connected with the 
R/X investigation, Reinterrogatc such Gestapo officials with regard to tho 
R/K, using personality reports (Annex C) as a basis. Question Gestapo 
officials spec'ifical'.y as to the fate of former R/k personnel who were 'turned'. 
Consider the possibility of using a Gestapo official for the purpose of 
locating 'turned' r/y. monbors. If a 'turned' R/K member can be located, such 
an individual may possibly bo used to advantage cf CIO,

f. \Thero pcssiblc, contact laviyersj judges and prosocuoors under 
cover to gather addiiicnal information on R/K survivors and to find out about 
their pre.'^ant activities.

FISH-H.VRNACX in tho ALUiRII magazine of the V/ISCONSIN University nftiich nay 
have received its information from Frau KUCKHOFF, should bo made the subject 
of thorough investigation in tho United States by the FBI. It should also be 
called tc the attention of tho Agoncy investigating Hiss ALEXAtlDER that the 
present R/K investigation seems to indicate that the University of V/ISCONSIN 
falls within the scops of any future investigaticn which tends tc uncover 
illogal pro-Seviet activities in tho U.S. Infcrmation regarding tho 
activities of former Jniversity cf T/TSCONSIX students should bo exchanged with 
the Agency investigating Hiss ALELiNDER in tho light cf the R/k investigation.
